Atta (Weat Floor of not less than 95 per 
cent extractions). 

1. Reference.—File No. 40|29j90|E.Il.—Serial 
Number 4 (iii) and (iv> of List-2 of Part ‘B' of Import 
and Export Policy 1990-93. (Vol. 11). 

2. Purpose.—Export of Wheat Products, viz.^ Raw 
Resultant Atta, Muida, Suji and Wholemeal Atta 
(Wheat Flour of not less tlian 95 per cent extractions) 
is allowed within i limited ceiling as per the proce¬ 
dure laid down in paragraphs 31-33 of Section I of 
the said Book, The purpose of this Notification is to 
lay down the following special procedure for the 
export of Wheat Products viz.. Raw Resultant Alta, 
Maida, Suji and Whoicmcal Atta (Wheat Flour of not 
Jess than 95 per cent extractions) as per the ceiling 
limits ileleased for the current year, in term,s of 
Para 13(3) of Section 1 of the said Policy Book. 

3. (a) Special Procedure.—Th.i ceiling for export 
of Wheat Products viz. Raw Resultant Atta, Alaida, 
Suji and Wholenieal Atta (Wheat Flour of not less 
than 95fo extractions) is placed at the disposal of 
A^iculluiial and Processed Food Products Export 
Development Au:hority, New Delhi (APEDA). 

3(b) Agency for Registration of Contracts. 

(i) The exporters are required to register their 

contracts backed by 100 per cent Irrevo¬ 
cable Leiters cf Credit with APEDA. 

(ii) APEDA will not allccate more than 10 per¬ 

cent of the total available ceiling to any 
mdividual exporter; 

(iii) APEDA Will idlocat j the Ceiling after 15 days 

from the date of issue of this Public Notice, 
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(iv) Ou fui&Imwit ct said conditions, ^VPEDA 
will issue ceiling slips to the exporters, on 
Arst-come, tkst-sen'ed basis indicating full 
particulars such as the name of the export 
number and date of Export Order|contract 
and Trrecovablc Letter of Credit, quantity 
allowed, f.o.b. value and the destination. 

3.(ci Issue of Licences,—APEDA shall send the 
ceiling advice to the concerned Port licensing Autho¬ 
rity, who one receipt of the same APE17A, shall issue 
export licence with validiiy of six months from the 
date of issue or 31st March of licensing yeay, which¬ 
ever is earlier within 48 hours. 

3(d) Last date for registration.—Neither registration, 
of contract will be made after 31st March of the 
licensing year nor any export will be allowed by 
APEDA after 31st March, 1991, even if the qnantitv 
of the ceiling remain unutilised. 

4*. Penal Action.—It should be the endeavour of 
the exporters to export the quantity of ceiling allotted 
to them, in full. However, if any exporter fails to 
export the full quantity allocated, then the licensing 
authorities will take action to debar him from receiv¬ 
ing furthed export licences for the same commodity. 
Before taking suen an action, the licensing authority 
will provide an opportunity to the exporter to be 


heard. Appear against such debarments c£m be made 
to the Export Licensing Committee. 

5. Monitoring (ij Furnishing of Repoix by Expor¬ 
ters.—^Exporters are required to furnish a repon re¬ 
garding details of exports to APEDA and to con¬ 
cerned port licensing authority within 15 days from 
the date of shipment or within 15 days from the date 
of expiry of export licence. Failure to do so will be 
considered that their export is nil and action will be 
taken in terms of Para 33 of Section I of Export 
Policy, 1990-93. 

5. (ii) By Apeda.—As soon as the ceiling is 
exhausted, APEDA will report to the Ministry of 
Commerce, EP (AORI.II) Section. 

(iii) A monthly statement indicating the full details, 
such as name of the exporter, the quantity allowed 
f.o.b. value and destination will be furnished by 
APEDA to the Ministry of Commerce, EP(AGRI.Il) 
Section with a copy to the Director of Statistics (Shri 
Ram Murti) .>f this office. 

6. This Public Notice is issued in the Public 
interest.
